1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 

feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the means to provide current position 

of the valve or calibration surface means must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 

claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 3-7, 9-11,13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The specification 
does not describe or identify the means adapted to provide the position of the valve or the 
calibration surface means. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. It is unclear as to what is referred as the calibration surface means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 3-7, 9-11, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Seiffert (DE4025323). 

Seiffert teaches a flow metering device including a valve housing, a movable valve (5), 
means (11) adapted to measure differential pressure across the valve, means (10) adapted to 
provide current position of the valve (see abstract) and means (14) adapted to calculate the flow 
rate from the measured differential pressure and the valve position. As to the optimal tapping 
location, it would be inherent to position the measuring port at an optimal location in order to 
obtain reliable measurements. 

As to claim 15, the water distribution system is a mere intended use in a preamble, which 
is not given any patentable weight.
